ObjactlvsB of the Proposed 
Composite High School: 

1— To provide adeqi^ education 
opportunities to high school and 
adult students in tbe area. 

2— To provide educational pro¬ 
grams suited to the interests, 
abilities and needs of all stu¬ 
dents. 

3— 'To assist students to gain a 
level of education or training 
to prepare them for further 
education or tor employment. 

4— TV) establish as far as possible 
a coimipo^ high school that 
will provide general education 
and training in business educa¬ 
tion as well as a complete 
school academic program. 

5— To provide training in business 
education to prepare students 
tor emptoyment in Alberta and 
Canada. 

6— Tb provide facilities and edu- 
cattonal programs tor the traih- 
ing of adults and unemptoyed 
during regular and shorter 
terms of instruction. 

7— To reduce the droiHJUt rate 
from the high schools by pro¬ 
viding adequate guidance and 
suitable instructional program. 

8— To assist all students to devel¬ 
op their abilities and interests 
to the maximum of their ca¬ 


pacity. 

9—To guarantee a maximum re¬ 
turn for the education tax dol- 
Lar by establishing a school 
plant sufficiently large to op¬ 
erate on a basis economically 
and educationally sound.

Academic Program: 

In our plans tor the new high 
school a complete academiic pro¬ 
gram has bem considered for ai 
grades so that students can giain 
credits towards a high school di¬ 
ploma or a senior matricuilaition 
standiiig and thus be prepared for 
university entrance upon comple¬ 
tion of grade 12. During the past 
10 years there has been an increas¬ 
ing demand for a wider variety of 
courses in one subject field as evi¬ 
denced by ithe development in Eng¬ 
lish: 

GRADE X — English 10, English 
13, Literature 11, Reading 10. 

GRADE XI — English 20, Eng¬ 
lish 23, Language 21, Language 22, 
literaituire 21. 

GRADE XII - English 30, Eng¬ 
lish 36, EngUdh 33. 

These are five credit and three 
credit courses and illustrate the 
wide variety of courses that can be 
offered in the high school program. 
Another example of the increasing 
number of subject choices open to 
high school students, in a high 
school ithat is sufficiently staffed 
to offer ithe courses, is in the miath- 
ematics field; 

GRADE X — Mathematics 10, 
Mathematios 11, Mathematics 12, 
Mathemaitics 14, Mathematics 15. 

GRADE XI — Mathematics 20, 
Mathm'atios 21, Mathetmatics 25. 

GRADE XII - Mathematics 30, 
Mathematios 36, Mathematios 31, 
Mathematics 32, Mathemiaitdcs, 31- 
36. 

In the sciences, foreign langu¬ 
ages, music land lart and other sub¬ 
ject areas, ithere has been a simi¬ 
lar trend to increase the course 
offerings. This has created a de¬ 
mand for new staff and facilities, 
and has provided a more compre¬ 
hensive high school program for 
the young student of today. 

During tee last year, changes 
have been made in regard to adult 
students and ithe following provis¬ 
ions for adults seeking to improve 
teeir educational standing are mow 
in effect. 

*(a) An adult is a person whtf. 

i.—Holds a high school diploma 
/or 

ii—Is 18 years of age or over and 
has left school. 

* Any question as to “adult” 
status in individual cases will be 
determined by the Special Cases 
Committee of the Ei^rtment of 
Education. 

As a result of tee Changes in 
adult regulations and tee increas¬ 
ing number of academic couiTses 
offered in our schools, we plan to 
offer a more comprehensive high 
school pro^am in tee new school 
teat wii meet tee needs of regular 
high school students and adult stu¬ 
dents in this area. 

Business Education: 

Education in the past has paid 
lip service to the importance of 
providing lan educational program 
for students ranging widely in ap¬ 
titudes, interests and labilities, and 
in a large measure has restricted 
the high school,program to general 
or academic studies. 

The new school wili have a voca¬ 
tional program consisting of: 

Bookkeeping and Accounting. 

Business Machines. 

Office Practice. 

Shorthand. 

Record Keeping and Business 
Fundamentals. 

MerchmcKsing a n d Olerioal 


ft^aotloe. 

Manual and Electric Typing. 

'Through this vocational business 
education training we would be 
able to offer a program designed 
to prepare students tor a specific 
group of office and business posi¬ 
tions. A secretarial program would 
prepare students for work as a 
stenographer, secretary, or any 
position in an office. Graduates 
from this program should be pre¬ 
pared to assume responsible posi¬ 
tions in the business world. A 
business education program as con- 
itemplated would be suitable for 
boys as weE as girls and would 
assist the student in finding worth¬ 
while permanent emptoyment upon 
graduation. 

Industrial Arts: 

Our program in industrial larts 
will be expanded in the new school 
to offer such courses as: 

GRADE X - Industrial Arts 10, 
Graphic Arts 10, Drafting 10. 

GRADE XI - Industrial Arts 20, 
Graphic Arts 22. 

GRADE XII — Inndustrial Arts 
30. 

We had hoped to have sufficient 
space granted so that we could of¬ 
fer Automotives 12, Aiutomotives 
22, and other industrial arts voca¬ 
tional courses but this space was 
not given to tbe school. The pro¬ 
gram teat is planned is more com- 
prehiensive than we lare able to of¬ 
fer in the present high schooto. 
Home Economics: 

'The School Board originaMy re¬ 
quested a two^9tati.on home eco¬ 
nomics area for tee new school, 
but we were granted a oneiStation 
area. 'The plan in this area and 
the industrial arts area is to build 
a mezzanine floor space that will 
allow 'tee school to offer a wider 
program to tbe students. 'This 
would en^e us to offer the fol¬ 
lowing courses: 

GRADE X — Fabrics and Dress 
10, Foods and Nutrition 10. 

GRADE XI — Fabrics and Dress 
20, Foods and Nutrition 20. 

GRADE XII— (Fabrics and Dress 
30, Foods and Nutrition 30. 
Additional Programs: 

The physical education program 
can be e3q)anded with tee floor 
space granted so that the twueta- 
tion physical eduoatton facility can 
be used to tbe maximum, provid¬ 
ing ian athletic program for all 
grades. 

'The music program wM be ex¬ 
panded in the new school txsing 
the amphitheatre area for choral, 
band and individual music prac- 
itice sessions. The same space will 
serve the dramatics classes to a 
greater degree since it will be 
equipped with a stage, limiting 
equipment and work space for the 
classes. 

There wUl be one room equipped 
for art classes. 

The Hbrairy area and tee langu¬ 
age laboratory will serve the pro¬ 
gram offered the students in a 
variety of ways and will meet the 
needs of the changteg patterns of 
education today, iparticuilarly in the 
field of individual study and re¬ 
search.

Alberta 1967, 
A Year of Big 
Fire Losses

We have stdl another reason to 
remember Canada’s Centennial 
Year: It coincides with Alberta’s 
largest fire loss year to date. We 
mu^ conclude that it was a bad 
fire loss year but it is also import¬ 
ant to know where it is bad and 
why. 

One common method of evalua¬ 
tion is to compare yeady fire loss¬ 
es with the five-year average. 

When we do that ,we discover 
that Alberta’s 1967 fire losses were 
44 per cent higher than the aver- 
lage loss for the past five years. 

Each munidpality will now be 
examining its fire loss records to 
see what properties and in what 
areas the 'high fire losses occurred. 
H we are looking for a way of im- 
proviit^ and making Mir commun¬ 
ity safer, we must consider which 
of the fires is preventable and by 
what means so that where the 
cause is known we can require 
added preoautioos for other simi¬ 
lar locations, processes or equip¬ 
ment. We fiiid in 1967 that of nine 
of the largest fires, two were caus¬ 
ed by careless smoking, two from 
faulty heating equipment, one from 
mechanical failire of an oil pump 
and one from a gasoline spill and 
three were undetermined. 

It will be difficult to eliminate 
careless smoking—therefore, it is 
necessary to buid in more {ffo- 
teotion against these dangerous fire 
starters. 

In other words, more time must 
be spent supervising the places 
where careless snuteig can cause 
fires. Although we can’t guaran¬ 
tee that beating equipinent will 
continue to work safely and ef¬ 
ficiently after several yeans <rf op¬ 
eration, still we can check it more 
frequently and wateh it more 
closely. Similarly, with processing 
petroleum products or operating 
machinery using gasoline or other 
volatile flammable liquids, there is 
again a demonstrated need for ex¬ 
traordinary inspections and safety 
precautions. 

The whole thing boHs down to 
time and money. Improvement of 
the fire losses will result if more 
man hours and more money is 
spent on inspections, repairs and 
supervision. A most important part 
of this indudes automatic fire de¬ 
tection safety pateds and wateh- 
man servioes. I find that fire pre- 
vention is being neglected and that 
fire prevention does definitely de¬ 
mand more time and attention, 
eq)ecially in high value buikSngs.
